The reason that new immigrants 
have 18 months within which to 
take advantage of this privilege. is 
that it ie assumed that for the-first 
six months in Israel, the immigrant 
will probably be ilving In an absorp- 
tlon centre or other type of 
residence for olim, where he would 
be unable to take advantage of the 
exemption. 

In the cage of private dwellings, 
this exemption for immigrants is 
applied only to apartments with up 
to 3 rooms. For larger homes, in- 
dividual rates are dacided upon in 
conjunction with the municipality, 
based on the type of 
neighbourhood, the Income of the 


family, ete. If a large family is In- 


volved, the tax will be set accord-_ 
ing to. the rate of 2. people per 


ἧς, room. Thus, ἃ family of 8 will be 


sntitled to the full exemption for a 
home of up to 4 rooms. 

The Mas Arnona |s collected an- 
nually according to the fiscal year 
(April 1 — March 31), and Is 
payable either all at once — in 
which case there la a 10% reduc- 
tlon — or in 6 bi-monthly In- 
stalments. It Is also possible to

The payment of Mas Rechush 
entitles the citizen to compensation 
for damage to his private property 
as a raguit of war, drought of 
terrorist action. Non-payment of 
the property tax {not counting ex 
emptions allowed for by law, 6 
cludes the citizen from such 
benefits, which are not usudlly 
covered by normal insurance 
_ policies.

The question has become the 
focus of an election-year squabble 
involving ‘rate reaidents of a 
formerly qulet North Tel Aviv 
neighbourhood, owners of scores 
of recently-opened euterles and 
drinklIng hang-outs, and a mayor 
who hos been under pressure 
from both residenta and restau- 
rants. 

The issue [s the quality of life In 
Israel's metropolia and all the 
participants are convinced that 
their views are the right ones. 

“These noisy bars and 
restaurants are completely ruin- 
ing the quality of llfe for us,” saya 
Reuven Katz, He is a member of 
the reaidents' organization of the 
North Tel Aviv entertainment dis- 
trict, which claima that tho 
number of such catabilshmenta 
has increased from 10 to almost 70 
in the paat cight years. "ον 
had to turn {nto drug users in 
order to get to sleep at night," 
asserts Katz, 

Restaurant entrepreneur Raf! 
Shaull doesn't agree. ''We'ro 
providing a quality of life hero for 
all the peoplo of Tel Aviv. We're 
giving them entertainment, a 
place to go at night. Every city 
needs a district whore the in- 
habitants can have a good time." 

The ontertainment district of 
North Tel Aviv, of which Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat has been a strong 
proponent, comprises about a 
quarter of a square kilometre 
close to the now defunct Tel Aviv 
port, at the northern end of 
Hayarkon, Dizengoff and Ben 
Yehuda Streets. Across the 
quarter run Yirmiyahu and 
Yorde!l Hasira Streets. 

About 2,000 families live in this 
section of the elty, which 
municipal ordinances define as a 
“mixed buslnesa-residence zone." 
And from this definition stem the 
problems of both sides. 


RESIDENTS claim that in a few 
short years, their nelghbourhood 
grocery and hardware stores hava 
deen transformed into houmous 
joints and tea-houses with 
Bohemian-style names like ''The 
Musical Watermelon" and ''The 
Sweet Kitsch." Although they 
knew, when they moved in, that 
businesses would be located on the 
ground floor of their apartment 
bulldings, they claim that no one 
warned them that rowdy, fun 
seekers. would sing boisterously 
below thelr bedroom windows un- 
til 4 o'clock every morning. 

I'm afraid to let my daughter

thelr things and moving out. Tel 
Aviv neads a place for tourists and 
residents to have a good time and 
the old port area Is going to be it." 
Mayor Lahat wanta to see this 
district develop as a tourlat area,” 
says a veteran resident of the 
ares. ‘I don't see any tourists out 
there. All those cars with honking 
horns blocking our sidewalks are 
driven by healthy sabras." 


THE MAYOR has alnce retracted 
his insensitive statement more 
than once. He now calls for 
“peaceful co-existence" between 
residents and restaurant owners 
and has instituted a series of 
meastres that he hopes wiil stem 
the residents’ anger — at feast un- 
til after tha November elections. 

The assistant police com- 
mander, Nitzav-Mishne Shlomo 
Haron, has’ stepped up 
crackdowns on traffic violators in 
the entertainment district. A com- 
mon aight these summer evenings 
is trucks towing away illegally 
parked cars and policewomen 
handing out summonses to the 
dozens of drivers who haven't 
paid attention to the parking 
signs. : 

Lahat himself called a press 
conference recently to announce a 
serios of decisions on the 
rostauranta in the area. 

“Most businesses will be re- 
quired to close at midnight," he 
sald. 

“In exceptional cases we shall 
grant municipal permits to stay 
open until 2.00 a.m., but only if ac- 
tivities take place inside and ef- 
forts arc made to soundproof the 
establishments.” 

Lahat also proposes to divide 
the area into two. Those 
restaurants west of Hayarkon 
Street, where he feels fewer peo- 
ple live, will be allowed to place 
tables and chairs on the sidewalks 
until midnight. Hast of Hayarkon 
this practice will not be allowed at 
all. 

‘How will we Be able to make a 
living?" asks Shmuel Carmell, 
the manager of Houmous 
Ashkara, opposite the busy Pe'er 
Cinema. The storefront business

I've heard 
wondrous tales about suburban 
HyperMarkets, but for these the 
small houscholder must rent a car 
and drive to a neighbouring 
municipality for half a kilo of 
onions and a lettuce. 


AS FOR TAMI the Iaraall Tomato 
and her idiotic babble about 
tasting so much better than, aay, 
American fruits with their 
shallow good looks — now thore Is 
a myth we've been dutifully 
awallowing for years. It’s been a 
great trlumph of Hasbara and 
image-making; and I will stand 
hore on Tami, squashing her 
ruthlessly into a paste, and an- 
nounce that !t isn’t true. I've just 
spent some time in California 
supermarkets and can report that 
the produce is not only beautiful 
but also tastes marvellous. (I did, 
have one or two disappointing 
peaches; but then the plums, 
avocados, melons and lettuce — 
six different kinds of lettuce, by 
the way — more than compen: 
sated. And California aside, it's 
Not all that bad in Eastern auper- 
markets.) 

We can still grow beautiful 
things. Whenever I get a 
grapefruit — or even a tomato — 
from a friend who has an orchard, 
or a backyard, it's absolutely 
marvellous, bearing no relation 
whatsoever to what one gets in the 
shops. The store-bought Israeli 
orange, however, tends to be that 
agricultural marvel, & square | | iirc by medsiey of Toten 
orange. This comes from being | [Credit Cards Arcepled. 
squashed into a packing case in 
cold atorage for months, which 
does wonders for the cold-storage 
industry, but precious little for the 
poor creature inside. 

Which may be one of the several 
villains in the case, Why is it 30 
much better to have out-of-seagon 
produce ‘al] year round, tasting 
awtul and priced high to amortize 
the cold-storage plants of the land, 
than to have things only in season, 
in plenty and cheap? 

There are plenty of other fac- 
tors, which we hear about only 
when it's a slow month In geo- 
politics. Those famous Ram- 
piatim, for instance. ‘How are they 
doing thease days?" I asked one: 
neighbourhood greengrocer 
before he closed the shop. "Alive 
and well,’ he answered. Then

"“ZEEKO TO CHEEKO, Cheeko to 
Zeeko,"' said the commentator in 
one of Brazil's World Cup 
matches. For a moment, it seem- 
ed as though we were back in the 
final scene of Horse Feuthers; 
only Groucho seemed to be miss- 
ing. And then along came Peter de 
Vries’ new book in which the antl- 
hero's delusion is — that he is 
Groucho Marx. 

We first meet him in a mental 
asylum (or whatever is the 
current euphemism for such an in- 
stitution) in a black tallcoat, 
wearing greasepaint moustache 
and eyebrows, flourishing the in- 
evitable cigar, ogling and in- 
sulting any available womenfolk. 
Peter de Vries and Groucho Marx 
-— the master punster and the 
master wisecracker. The com- 
bination appears irresiatible and 
during the firat chapter we could 
weil be discovering some lost 
Marxist manifesto with vintage 
quips from the Groucho Genfzah. 
Samples: 

“I was hauled down to the police 
station and told that anything 1 
said might be held against me, So 
I said ‘Elizabeth Taylor’..." 

“What would you say to some 
Chinese food?" "I wouldn't say 
anything. I don't speak Chinese." 

“Will you be my girl Friday? 
I'm booked up Saturday and Sun- 
day. Perhaps I might tuck you in 
the following weekend and I do 
moan tuck in, if I may end a 
sentence with a proposition." 

“You'll find me broadminded. 
In fact, it's all I think about.” 

It would be unfair to expect such 
a standard to be maintained (ex- 
cept In a Marx Brothers film) and 
there can be no complaints 
against Peter de Vries for con- 
Unuing the novel by moving back 
in time in order to show (not en-

tirely convincingly) how the delu- 
sion developed. In fact, when 
towards the end we get back tothe 
Groucho identity, the effect has 
worn off and the wisecracka now 
appear somewhat pallid. 


THE BULK of Madder Music, 
then, is a typical de Vries novel 
with all its familiar merits and 
shortcomings. Urbane suburbla is 
punctured in an unmannered com- 
edy. The structure is weak and the 
plot lacks unity and continuity. 
Threre are frequent digressions 
for the sake of setting up a 
satirisable situation — such as a 
visit to an evangelist's meeting 
which is only there to make fun of 
evangelists’ meetings. 

There js a wealth of word play 
and the fun Is often highly Intellec- 
tual, redolent with literary and 
other allusions ranging from 
Scriabin’s “mystic chord” to the 
language of “The Love Song of J. 
Alfred Prufrock” by T.S. Eliot 
{who was _a friend of Groucho's). 

In his earlier books, de Vries’ 
shift from hia Dutch Calvinist 
origin to agnosticism has been ap- 
parent and here it gives rise to 
many sly expressions. When Jim- 
my Carter is quoted as saying 
“We shouldn't judge that we may 
not be judged," the reaction is: 

“The original author of that 
charge spent moat of his life com- 
ing down on people with both feet. 
Judge was practically all he did.

This ig de Vries at his moat 
devastating and witty and con- 
veys the flavour of the best of hia 
writing. For that, he may be 
forgiven his weaker patches. ΔΗ 
for. tho Groucho character, this 
follows de Vries’ many cx- 
Plorations of scif-delusion. The 
eventual cure of ‘Groucho’ lacks 
authenticity — which, however, is 
reatored at the end of the hook 
when he has a relapse and im- 
agines he is now W.C. Fields. 


FOR SHEER hilarity, Tom 
Sharpe's The Throw Back is the 
funnier book. Sharpe is an English 
humorist and he has peopled hia 
pages with some wonderfully 
comic characters, events and 


writing. There is perhaps less |- 


learning and conscious cleverness 
than In de Vries but it is within a 
fine tradition, 

His hero, apparently naive but 
in fact a superschemer, hails from 
Northumberland and outwits all 
aspects of British bureaucracy, 
establishment and accepted 
mores. The plot is often up- 
roarious and sometimes coarse. 
The trouble is that much of the ac- 
tion is slapstick, and extended 
slapstick can be satiafactorlly 
convoyed only through the visual 
media. In writing, it tends to get 
repetitious. The second half of 
the book lacks the spark of the 
first (although there is an ex- 
cellent ending). However, Sharpe 
1s seldom flat and is a genuine 
comic talent.
